“Calvary and Anti-Semitism ’’ was the 
title of a lecture delivered by the Rev. D. 
Fahy, C.SS.P., at a meeting of the SS, Peter 
and Paul branch, C.Y.M.S8., in St. Columba’s 
Hall, Glasnevin, Dublin, last night. Calvary, 
he said, resulted from the clash between the 
outlook of the Jewish leaders and that of 
Christ, and the Jews’ prosramme of opposi- 
tion to the supernatural Messiah continued 
in their preparation for the natural Messiah. 
They regarded the French Revolution and 
the Reformation as serious steps in their 
edvance, giving them duai citizenship. The 
Church, although condemning acts of 
violence against the Jews, and respecting 
their liberty of cons:dence and the freedom 
of always to. keep 
Christians from contact with them. The 
Jews had endeavoured to use Russia asa 
lever to impose Communism on Europe. The 
object for Cathohes to aim at was the sup- 
pression of the Jewish. privilege ‘of dual

The audience broke into loud cheers 
when the Chancellor, in his statement on 
foreign affairs, said: ‘‘ We entertain the 
most friendly relations with Great Britain 
and France, and we are especially pleased 
and gratified to notice among the British 
nation an increasing understanding in re- 
gard to Austria.”’

OBITUARY 
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SIR WILLIAM SOULSBY 


Sir William Soulsby, who had been private 


secretary to fifty-five Lord Mayors of Loncon, | 


died on Saturday night, aged 84. He was 
knighted in 1902. in the course of his lon 
service he was largely responsible for the 
success of the various Mansion House funds, 
for which sums amounting to £12,000,00U 
were collected and, largely under his guid- 
ance, distributed.

The death of Mr. George R. Wilson, an

Ue was an Enniskillen 
man, his father having been for many years 
headmaster of the Model School, Enniskillen 
He received the main part of his education at 
Portora Royal School, and entered the Civil 
Service in 1924. For the past year he had 
been in charge of the executive work of the 
Fisheries Section of the Ministry, in which 
he displayed marked ability. He was much 
respected by his colleagues in the Civil Ser- 
vice, and he represented the Ministry cf 
Commerce on various staff organisations. Mr. 
Wilson was formerly connected with Colle 
gians Rugby Football Club, and at one time 
was captain of the 2nd XV. He leaves a 
widow and one daughter. 


MR. JOHN MCCAUGHEY 


Mr. John McCaughey, a former High 
Sheriff of Belfast, has died at his residence.

BACON PRICES 


TO TITE EDITOR OF TILE IRISTL TIMES. 

Srr,—I have been watching daily for a 
reply to Mr, Henry Warren’s letter, which 
appeared in your issue of 3rd inst., and I am 
surprised that none of the bacon curers who 
are more capable of dealing with the matter 
have thought it necessary to defend their 
position, he live-weight price of pigs is at 
present 47s. 6d. per cwt., but, in addition to 
this, the curer has to pay 12s. per cwt. to 
the Pigs Marketing Board to provide a 
bounty on exports, thereby helping to keep 
pig prices at a higher level than would be 
possible if the curers had to sell on the export 
market in competition with the foreigner, and, 
in addition, pay the 40 per cent. Customs 
duty levied by the British authorities, Few 
eople realise that on every pig weighing 
á cwt., alive to-day the curer has to pay £1 
4s to the Pigs Marketing Board, and, unless 
he has an export trade, he gets none of this 
back. There are quite a number of curers who 
sell all their products on the home market, 
and they must reckon the cost price of their 
pigs at 59s. 6d. per cwt. alive, without taking 
note of any extra charges for buying or 
freight, as the statutory deductions are not 
sufficient to cover these. When all expenses 
are taken into account, the dead-weight cost 
may be calculated at very nearly 80s. per 
cwt.— Yours, etc,

TIES OF FAMILY LIFE 


ARCHBISHOP’S WARNING 


The Archbishop of Cashel, the Most Rev. 
John M. Harty, D.D., in his Pastoral letter, 
referred to lreland’s tradition of faith, and 
stated :—*‘ We hope and pray that this 
Christian tradition may last to the end of 
time, but we must not allow over-confidence 
to blind us to the fact that various forces 
are at work to undermine the spiritual and 
supernatural structure that has been erected 
on the fidelity of our fathers. Communism 
and proselytism are doing their fell work, 
cloaked in the garments of patriotism and 
charity. By this time the Irish people are 
well aware of their insidious activities. 
Greater danger arises from sources that are 
not so perceptible in their baneful workings. 
One of these is the danger of undue relaxa- 
tion in the ties of family life, which may 
result from the greater freedom of action 
which modern custom allows, and which may 
easily lead to sin and shame and sorrow. I do 
not say that this evil has penetrated very far 
into Irish homes, but the danger is sufficient 
to demand. attention. To counteract this 
weakening of family bonds it will be well to 
foster devotion to the Holy Family of 
Nazareth and reliance on its protection.’’
